The attempt at this time to create a 
State Board of Equalization seems to 
have little to recommend it to any 
except those who will draw the six 
thousand dollars appropriated for its 
expenses.

THE ORPHEUS. 


A Promising Mine in Silver Glance 
District. 


Marshall Willard came in trom Sil- 
ver Glance District yesterday witb 
eome very rich rock from the Orpheus 
mine, which is located about five miles 
from the Ventura mine, in the direc- 
tion of the Sweetwater mountains. 
Mr. Willard has a shaft down 130 feet, 
developing a two-foot vein of quartz 
that yields from $40 to $90 per ton, 
though some has worked as bigh as 
$120, with copper plates alone as the 
saviug process. The country in that 
vicinity is full of mineral. Some of 
the richest float ever found in that very 
peculiar .nineral belt has been picked 
up near the Orpheus. Mr. Willard 
has a small five-stamp mill at wurk— 
a little prospecting apparetus that will 
crush about a ton in 24 hours, but he 
is now making arrangements to put up 
a mill with a capacity of seven or eight 
tons aday. The Orpheus will proba- 
bly be heard from as a bullion pro-f 
ducer next Summer. Unlike many 
other mining ventures, it has paid its 
way from the start, and there is money 
in the pot.

Piling up the Peoples’ Burdens in 
Taxes. 


Reno, Feb. 12. 

Eprror Gazetre:— When the pres- 
ent legislature was before the peuple

State demanded a material reduction 
of the public burdens. It was nota 
party question, it was a State ques— 
tion.

The cost of 
government is not represented by the 
real estate, personal property and bul- 
lion tax, but by the aggregate of these, 
together with the licenses, fees and 
charges demanded and received for 
the functions of the various officials, 


judicial, administrative and executive, 
in and about the various offices in the 
In the year 1882 it aggre- 
gated nearer two millions than one. 
Storey county squandered and wasted 
more than a quarter ofa million on 
municipal afixirs. The last Grand 
Jury io Storey county showed that 
municipal affairs had in twenty 
months cost about half a million dol- 
lars.

PRO AND CON. 


The Question of Annexation Dis- 
cussed by Judge Griswold. 
Wapsworts, Feb. 10. 

Ep. GazerreE:—Noticing the com- 
munication from Churchill county on 
ancexation and your editorial com- 
ments theredn prompts me to say a 
word, The fact is with Reno it is not 
so much a matter of reduction of tax- 
ation as it is to draw as many of Ubur- 
chill county's citizens a distance of 
from 75 to 150 miles from their homes 
to attend court in Revo which trip 
would cost the residents of Churchill 
as much as it would to maintain their 
county organization. It is quite a 
calamity that the Reno managers 
could not have a law enactei compel- 
ling the citizens of Western Nevada 
to gravitate to Reno, four or five times 
per year, nnder penalty of beiug com- 
pelled to leave the State. Churchill 
county people do their own oflice hold- 
ing—first one a term and the next an- 
other—and if there is anything to be 
gained or lost they all shareit. As 
the correspondent suggests if Chur- 
chill was in debt, Washoe's represen- 
tative would have contempt for them 
instead of a bill of annexation. The 
strip of railroad line taxable in Chur- 
chill by virtue of its location they are 
entitled to—aot only they, but the 
territory they cover in their county— 
the taxes so raised should be expended 
there and not here. Under the salary 
law, distance traveled in making ser- 
vice of court papers, does not fall on 
the county, but if a citizen happens to 
bave a suit at law with another liv- 
ing from 100 to 175 miles frum the 
county seat, which might easily occur 
if the annexation took place, it would 
eat up the property of a well-to-do 
man, to make necessary services, and 
District Court cases would be entirely 
out of the reach of men in moderate 
circumstances, It is very easy for you 
to say that the reasons given by said 
correspondent are hardly worthy of 
notice. Talk is cheap, but it is not 
so easy fur you to show any good and 


substantial reason, anything that 
would cause 8 man of good judgement 
to conclude that there was any benefit 
to be derived by either county or State 
to have so large a territory governed 
by one set of county officers. While 
it must be admitted that the State is 
in reduced circumstances and that it 
is necessary for the more prosperous 
sections to hive to bear a part of the 
State Government expenses, of the 
more depopulated and impoverished 
sections, or else secede, there is not 
even one step in that direction in this 
move of annexing one prosperous 
county to another in the same condi- 
tion. While it may be undertaken to be 
shown that it is the case, that it is 
done for the benefit of the State, if 
the prime motive were discovered it 
will be seen that it is done only to 
benefit Washoe to the detriment of 
Churchill’s citizens. As tor Washoe’s 
representatives exerting themselves to 
acquire territory that would not be 
remunerative, it is out of the question. 
Talk about magnificeat court house, 
county house, and school huuses, etc., 
it is not in the nature of shrewd, well- 
to-do people, or corporations, to trade 
good for bad. You know Mr. Varian 
cannot show any substantial reason 
where Churchill and the State would 
he benefitted by the change—only 
Washoe. I am a resident of Washoe 
and a taxpayer in beth counties, and 
am well satisfied with things as they, 
are and*that it would be better for 
Churchill and as well for Reno to re- 
mainso, You, Reno, have the asylum. 
Thovgh you did not get the round- 
house and shops, you would like the 
State Prison, solely for the benefit of 
the State. Also you would be pleased 
to have Pyramid lake dropped down 


the Truckee river running into it so 
you could monopolize the fish trade; 
but as you can’t do that you suggest a 
fish law that would prevent the catch- 
ing of trout in the river when they are 
in their most prime condition eo as to 
permit them to run up the river to 
Reno to be caught while they are 
spawning and not fit for food. And 
now you want to take what little rev- 
enue Churchill people have from their 
line of railroad, in the way of taxes, 
to replenish the plethoric pockets o 
your chronic office holders. Is there 
anything you don’t want? If there is 
it is cheek. E. Griswowp.
